The disease 


has varied in severity, some of the 
patients being quite ill while others 
got off with a light attack. Many of 
the cases have been traced to the 
place of exposure showing where the 
victim worked with or near another 
who was ill or had been ill of the 
same disease.

board of health secured a special ap- 
propriation of $250 to take care of 
the expense of the extra large num- 
ber of contagious diseases.

"A

road

roads go to pieces when traffic con- 
centrates in a single track and thus 
ruts the roads. The ruts hold' water, 
which seeps through into the sub- 
grade and softens it. The road crust 
then gives way under heavy traffic, 
and thus many holes are formed.

Washington, April 21 — State de- 


partment ofticials were preparing to- 
day 
to 
make 
i epresentathms 
to 


Great Britain to Insure the safe ar- 
rival In the United States of 15,000 
tons of djoatulfs from fJermauy. No- 
tice that the 
German government 


had agreed to permit the shipment 
••iirne in a note presented to Secre- 
tary Lansing by 
Ambassador 
von 


Bernstorft. 


Germany at first declined to per- 


mit shipments of dyestuffs unless in 
exchange for American goods, now 
excluded fiom Germany by the Brit- 
ish blockade. 
The note says, how- 


ever, that Germany, in realization of 
the fact that the blodtade has sen- 
ously affected Ameiican textile man- 
ufacturers in need of dve&tuifs, now 
agrees to permit a single shipment, 
with the undei standing that it is not 
to be re-exported to Great Britain or 
her allies. 


The concession made by Germany, 


resulted from a long scries of ne- 
»~'tiations between the two coun- 
tries.

fight at Parral, where, according to 
Indisputable evidence reaching here 
today, Carranza troops in force at- 
tacked the cavalry command of Ma- 
jor frank Tompkins, has 
changed 


the entire aspect of the Villa chase 
so far as immediate military plans 
are concerned. This attack upon an 
American force which went m per- 
fectly good faith into Parral in the 
most friendly fashion, blocked what 
seemed to be an excellent opportuni- 
ty for either the capture of Villa or 
the dispersal of one of his strongest 
bands. 


Heretorfore, the American troops 


have reckoned only in meeting oppo- 
sition from brigands, but resistance 
from regular armed troops of the 
Mexican army, put the 
American 


military leaders immediately under 
the necessity of preparing for seri- 
ous 
difficulties. 
Whether 
these 


preparations will have to be complet- 
er depends upon the future course 
of the Carranza faction. 
It can be 


stated that within a few hours af- 
after the Parral fiaht. the new dis- 
position of American 
foops 
was 


partly completed, ard within 
two 


days its most iruportatr features had 
been entirely carried out. 


On April 12, about noon. Mjror 


Tompkins of the Thirteenth ca\alrj 
who chased the band across the in- 
ternational line at Columbus.

sergeant's body lay all day where it 
fell in the road,

were too hard pressed to pick it up 
A bullet struck Maior Tompkins in 
the left breast.

day, when reinforcements under one 
of his superior officers arrived to 
relieve him. 


Lieutenant J. B. Ord, of the Sixth

ear, a slight wound.
